BERLIN, Oct. 29 .—The federal 
fist landed on recalcitrant Saxony 
today. 
Chancellor Stresemann 
ordered 
the Saxon cabinet deposed for al­ 
leged insubordination and refusal to 
comply with his order to construct 
a new cabinet purged of communist 
representatives. 
The chancellory in Dresden in­ 
formed the United Press by tele­ 
phone today the cabinet would con­ 
tinue opposition to the central gov­ 
ernment’s order of dissolution. 
Reichs Commissar Heinze,

Heinze sent word to the Zeigner 
cabinet that it w as deposed

Soldiers later entered the diet 
building and arrested several Com­ 
m unists . who had gathered there 
for a conference. 
Communists and extrem e Social­ 
ists in Saxony called for a general 
strik e in protest against the fed­ 
eral governm ent’s action but no 
decision has been reached late to­ 
day.

"The only time these certificates 
are required is when the motorist 
brings his citation before the J us-* 
tice.

Hence the cer­ 
tificate. 
‘‘The law does not require pos­ 
session oi these certificates. What 
the law demands is that headlights 
be property adjusted, not that the 
owner of the car has a certificate 
showing that they were so at one 
time.

Relic o f Old Day s 
The grade and bridge spanning 
the stre e t near the pier was erect­ 
ed toy the McFadden interests 
to 
take care of the unloading of lum­ 
ber from vessels 
that 
used the 
dock In those days and for a num­ 
ber of years thereafter. Then the 
Southern Pacific came along 
and 
purchased 
the railroad 
and pro­ 
ceeded to stop the unloading 
of 
lum ber from ships at that point. 
Since then 
the railroad has only 
used 
the shore 
end of the pier, 
where it has a station for freight 
and passengers. 
L asT spring the city of Newport 
purchased the rights of the rail­ 
road to the pier and also that por­ 
tion of 
the grade and tressle ap­ 
proaching i t Following the work of 
ex tending and strengthening 
the 
wharf the city began active work 
toward having the grade removed. 
Conferences have been held 
with 
Southern Pacific officials, who have

Plan New Depo t 
Then the m atter of the location 
of a depot cam e up, as the railroad 
would have to vacate its one on the 
pier. At first the railroad planned 
to build a station at Twenty-six th 
street and had lumber and m ater­ 
ial on the ground at one time for j 
that purpose. 
L ater plans w ere 
made for building a better 
and 
more comodious depot in a trian­ 
gle of ground opposite the 
New-1 
port Beach Lum ber company, pro­ 
vided the land was donated for 
the purpose. 
Such a depot would then jointly 
serve the S. P. and the P. E. rail­ 
roads, with a paved highway 
on

THE JURY SYSTEM TODAY 
I 


It was more than fifty years ago that Mark Twain, 
J in “Roughing It”, declared the jury system to be the 
!j most ingenious and infallible agency for defeating 
| justice that human wisdom could contrive . 
p 
While the jury system since Mark Twain’s day has 
3; been improved in many states, it is still a very lame 
institution. 
The improvements that have been made 
| | haws been toward getting rid of technicalities in the 
I) ex amination of jurors, but the selection of the jury 
1 far too often is more or less of a legal farce, with 
|1 the likelihood always being very strong that the ma.- 
jority of the jurors are chosen either because they do 
not read newspapers or because they do. not have 
strong opinions. 
That is, the fact that they have 
read nothing of the case or, if they have read or 
heard about jt, have no opinions, renders them more 
acceptable to both prosecution and defense. 
But in 
justice to the bar it should be noted that lawyers are 
becoming more conscientious in the matter of 
exer ­ 
cis ing the privilege of peremptory challenge. 
Looking back over the history of the courts in 
Orange county, we find that a large majority of those 
who have been brought to trial have been convicted. 
| It has been the policy of our district attorneys, as a 
| rule, to refuse to sanction warrants in actions in which 
¡1 there appeared to be no chance for conviction, ex - 
| cepting in certain kinds of cases in which the ends 
of justice seem to demand prosecution, even though 
the chance of conviction is slight. 
Failure to reach a conclusion in a trial is not al­ 
ways the fault of the jury or 
of the district attorney. 
Our laws are so framed as to give the defendant the 
benefit of every phase of the trial, not only in the 
selection of the jury, but in the presentation of the 
evidence. A prosecutor always works under a handi­ 
cap. The defendant is presumed to be innocent, and 
there is thrown about him a legal fence. 
During the 
last legislature some efforts were made to get rid 
of some of these handicaps, but the efforts in the 
main were not successful. 
Barriers erected by tra­ 
dition give way slowly. 
The fact, however, that the 
effort was made indicates a movement in the right 
direction. 
We can hope for betterments, 
sj 
The main fault with the jury system has always 
;Cj been and still is that the verdict must be rendered 
■ unanimously by twelve jurors who are not trained 
I for the responsibilities placed upon them. 
They are 
called in this state for a term of six months. 
By 
!| the time they become familiar with their duties and 
£ j are in a position to render uniformly satisfactory ser- 
H vice they are dismissed and another set of talesmen 
I is called. 
The time may come when we will leave 
|! the verdict in criminal cases in the hands of judges 
ij or in the hands of trained jurors. At present we seem 
!i to be a long way from having a system that is free 
li from mistrials; too often justice is defeated. 
|j 
In this county, failure to convict or acquit cannot 
J be said to be due to the lack of intelligence on the 
gj part of our jury panels, for the lists are made up from 
the best and most intelligent citizens and property 
|| owners of the county. 
The fault is more often with 
|j the system than with the individuals who are called 
|j to the service. 
The requirement of a verdict of 
twelve is going beyond reason. A vote of ten out of 
| twelve ought to be sufficient in any state, ex cepting, 
I perhaps, when a life is at stake. 
Rules of evidence 
|| ought to be such that everything having anything to 
- do with the case could be laid before a jury. As it is, 
gj in the anx iety of the law to protect the accused, of- 
| tentimes a district attorney must submit the case with- 
|j out having been able to present some of his most per­ 
il tinent points. 
| 
Just as a study of the jury system, as Mark Twain 
I knew it in Nevada half a century and more ago, we 
j( are publishing on this page a portion of a chapter 
l|j from his 
Roughing It”. He has painted the system 
jj at its blackest. 
True, the system today is lighter in 
’I color, but it is a long way from being permeated with 


i | | the radiance of day, 
------------

Representatives of civic organizations meeting with 
the City Planning commission are quoted in the news 
columns of The Register as favoring immediate ac­ 
tion toward securing small neighborhood parks in 
various parts of the city. Equal consideration is giv­ 
en to the advisability of buying larger tracts for park 
use. 
It is our sincere hope that the city trustees will 
I find no reason for delaying action looking to carrying 
u out whatever suggestions the joint park committee 
may have to present. 
The voters of Santa Ana have never had an op­ 
portunity to do anything worth while in relation to the 
acquisition of parks. 
Throughout the city’s history 
park proposals have been side-tracked. 
Other needs 
seemed more pressing. 
The time when good park 
sites could be bad for a few hundred dollars is long 
past. It will take more than a few thousands of dol- 
lars^now to buy a piece of park property, but if we 
don’t buy now. we, some day, will be paying a few 
hundreds of thousands for it. 
We know, of course, that there are but two ways 
in which Santa Ana can get parks—by gift, by purr 
chase. No one could present the city with a memorial 
to his own life or to the life of a loved one that would 
be so widely appreciated by Santa Anans of today and 
by Santa Anans down through the decades and the 
centuries to come as a park would be. 
Acquisition by purchase, of course, means a bond 
issue; the city ha s not enough money available out 
o f its ordinary so urce* of revenue to finance the pur­ 
cha se o f ev en a 
small acreage. We feel certain, how­ 
ev er, tha t a ny rea so na ble 
proposition for parks pre­ 
sented by the jo int park committee will be ratified 
decisiv ely by the ta x pa y er-v o ters o f 
the city.

W HY TAKE A CHANCE? 
I beard an argum ent betw een two physicians one 
day, one a general practitioner and the other a lung 
specialist that Is worth recording. 
It was a case 
of a tubercular suspect, a young m arried man with 
a responsible position. 
The physical 
ex amination 
revealed 
symptoms 
that would point to tuberculosis, such as a constant 
cough, an occasional night sweat, a very slight rise 
in tem perature, and a tired out feeling. 
On the other hand the man had a good appetite, 
was losing very little w eight if any, and 
was 
at 
work every day. No germ could be located. 
The physician and 
the 
specialist 
were 
old 
friends. 
The diagnosis of the specialist was that It 
was early tuberculosis. 
The diagnosis of the prac­ 
titioner w as th at the man w as a bit run down and 
needed just a tonic and a rest outdoors. 
The specialist easily clinched the m atter in this 
way. 
“If I’m right and he has tuberculosis we’ve 
got him in good time, and he’ll be 
a 
sure 
cure. 
Even if I’m wrong w hat about my treatm ent? Wili 
it be good for him or not?” 
The general practitioner w as silent for a minute 
and then said: “You’re right. I have no right to 
m ake hix h take a chance.” 
The young man went to a well known sanitarium 
for nearly a year, and came back strong and well. 
T hat -was nearly ten years ago and there has been 
no recurrence of his 
cough, 
tem perature, 
night 
sweats, or “tired out feeling.” 
“m a t 's the lesson? T hat every case o f suspected 
tuberculosis should be treated as if it were really 
tuberculosis. Even if. the patient cannot or will not 
go to a sanitarium , the usual treatm ent for tuber­ 
culosis should be instituted. 
It Is simple enough— 
Fresh air all the time, good nourishing food, rest 
most of the time, and then light ex ercise outdoors 
as strength returns. In any case tre a t the suspect 
as a real case, and never “take a chance” in the 
m atter.
